YEAR, BOY DROWNED 

A funeral service was held last 
Thursday afternoon for eight- 
year-old Donald Albert Jordan, 
son of Wm. Jordan of Queens- 
ville, R.R. 1, v/ho was drowned 
on Tuesday of last week when 

he broke through the ice while 
playing on a pond near Bloonv 
ington school (S.S. 12, Whit- 
church). 

The service was held at the 
Christian church, Stouffville, 
with interment in Newmarket 
cemetery. 

Donald was known in New- 
market, as he and his brother, 
Bruce, II, for several months 
Inst year lived at Ihe home of 
Rev. and Mrs. L. H. Couphmd. 

The accident occurred when 
four children, Bruce and Donald 
Jordan and two girls, who were 
playing on frozen-over flood- 
water during afternoon recess, 
broke through the ice. Miss 
Mary Graham, teacher of the 
school) waded shoulder-deep 
into the ley water and was able 
to rescue the two girls and 
Bruce. About five minutes later 
Ihe body of Donald won 
recovered by Arthur Smith, who 
lives near the school. Attempts 
were made to revive him, hut 
Dr. S, S. Ball of Stouffville, when 
he arrived upon the scene, pro- 
nounced him dead.

We are born. We are married. 
We die. The success or failure of 
two of these events is more or 
less out of the control of the 
individual concerned but wheth- 
er u marriage ends up in the 
welter of the divorce courts or as 
a comfort in the twilight of life 
depends largely upon the atti- 
tude of the parties to the con- 
tract. 

Dr. Margaret K. Campbell, 
London physician, has given it 
brief outline of the factors and 
attitudes which contribute to a 

successful marriage. She deals 
with the myriads of questions 
which puzzle and even trouble 
tin* married, the unmarried and 
those about to be married. "How 
long should we bo engaged?" 
"What 'type should I marry?" 
"Petting." "Should the wife 
work?" arc all questions skilfully 
handled by Dr. Campbell. 

Marriage, Dr. Campbell slates, 
is on adventure embarked upon 
"tor the rest of your days which 
usually means n great length of 
time. For the average person It 
varies between 30 and 50 years, 
for some as long as 00." 

The adventure of marriage 
docs not begin when the lost 
boom of the "Wedding March" 
has reverberated among the 
beams of the stately cathedral or 
when the last "i do" Is uttered 
In the dignified quiet of a priv- 
ate chamber. Marriage "necessi- 
tates long deliberate thought 
and preparation, the period of 



preparation being somo 20-30 
years, preferably 23-30 years be- 
fore we may even have met our 

mute. 

"During this time we will 
have developed the personality 
and character which will either 
help or hinder us In our married 
life." 

It Is during this preparation 
period that tho character devol* 
opment of tho Individual take.*; 
place. "Now, too," Dr. Campbell 
indicates, "It Is most Important to 
have developed u healthy mind 
as well as a healthy, otliaciive 
body, both great heritages which 
are to bo handed on to the chil- 
dren." It is during the "adoles- 
cent age," between 10 and 10 
years In girls and somewhat Inter 
in boys, that a profound physical 



and spiritual change takes place. 
They may be very confusing and 
very upsetting for a while as 
unguesscd intensities of emotion 
and (lesire are found within. On 
the industry and thought winch 
he expends in this direction will 
depend his economic status in 
tho years to tome. 

It is for this reason that Dr. 
Campbell says: "The girl who 
has worked before marriage is a 
much better risk than one who 
has not. A teacher or a skilled 
Office worker is likely to make a 
good wife, but tlu? boy should 
.slum the girl who has changed 
jobs frequently." 

Dr. Campbell points out that 
Prof. E. W. Burgess, professor 
){ sociology at the University of 
Chicago, lias made an extensive 
s(udy into the backgrounds of 
successfully married couples. As 
a result of this study she 
arrived at the following seven 
generalizations regarding "ideal 
mates": 

1. A couple me more likely hi 
ho happily married If the par- 
ents of the bride and groom are 
happily married. 

2. The more they love and re- 
spect their parents the more like- 
ly they are to be happy In mar- 
riage. 

3. The chances of successful 
mating are greater if the couple 
have brothers and sisters. 

4. 'lite most successful mating 
Is that of the oldest child with 
another oldest. 

0. An only or youngest child 
is a poor risk unless married to 
an oldest or middle child. 

0. The chance* of success ore 
greater If tho couple are of simi- 
lar family background. 

7. A person Is n good risk if 
he or she attended Sunday-school 
to the age of 10 or, hotter still, 
If he Is still attending. 

Dr. Campbell explains that 
modern courtship* are somewhat 
different to the "old-fashioned" 
affair of 50 years ago. "With 
the increase In the number of 
curs and movies the children 
siHsnd more of their leisure time 
away from the watchful eyes of 
their parents. Tills offers on 
opportunity for pairing off. 
When two Individuals have dated 
once or twice, their group may 
shunt them off toward each 
other by considering them 
'steadies'."

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LET'S NOT PROTEST 
TOO HASTILY 

Markham township, Stouffville village and, it 
hi predicted, Whitchurch township arc protesting 
against the Ontario government's proposed revi- 
sion of assessment legislation. Emphasized pro- 
visions are for assessments made by a county 
board, a county (or "outside") court of revision 

and collection of taxes by the county. 

"While these seem like radical proposals, Ont- 
ario municipal department officials have an 
explanation for their recommendations. The 
county assessment proposal has its origin in the 
failure of many municipalities to put a fair 
assessment on industrial property. This throws 
a heavier burden on other taxpayers and is unfair 
to other municipalities (also trying to secure or 
hold industries) which attempt to collect taxes 
from industry in accordance with the spirit and 
the letter of the assessment law. Many muni- 
cipalities, for instance, ignore or do not know the 
lav/ with regard to fixed assessments. 

If there is a county assessment, then there 
should be a county court of revision, for a local 
oeurt of revision could annul the work of a 
county assessor. But what is the reason for 
county collection of (axes? Vork county people 
will find this more difficult to understand than 
will the people of other counties. In other Ont- 
ario counties the practice is for the county to 
collect tax arrears. Wiiy then, asks the depart- 
ment of municipal affairs, would it not be wiser, 
if the county is a better collector than the muni- 
cipality, to give the tax collection job to the 
county in the first place and keep down the tax 
arrears? Vork county municipalities, collecting 
their own taxes and their own arrears (and the 
county's taxes!), and doing it well, won't sec 
much of advantage in this part of the plan. 

The proposed legislation, however well inten- 
tioned, deserves the closest study and scrutiny 
before adoption by the legislature. 
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herself more of an exponent of Japanese interests 
than of Asiatic interests. Even with her cad 
record, however, Japan has forced us to recon- 
sider our attitude, toward Asiatics. MacArthur 
has been able to make his stafcd in the Pbillipines 
only because Phillipine independence was defin- 
itely on the way.

Or are we as North Americans 
and South Americans and Europeans going to 
look at them and treat them through our govern- 
ments, and feel toward them in our hearts, as 
we now as Christians through our churches and 
missionary societies theoretically do, as brothers 
and equals? Is a religion of any value if we do 
not practise it? Dare we practise it? 

WHAT OTHERS THINK 

VOTE YES 

(Fergus News-Record) 
The next thing to do is to see that a big major- 
ity votes "Yes." There should be no doubt about 
the result Prime Minister King has asked for a 
"Yes" vote, and that should have weight with the 
Liberals, at least. But that is just a start. The 
Conservative house leader and others prominent 
in the party have asked that Conservatives should 
vote the same way, and lately the C.C.F. leaders 

have followed suit. 

In addition, many organizations have also sug- 
gested that Canadians make the vote as nearly 
unanimous as possible. And in some ridings 
non-partisan organizations arc being formed 
already to get out the vote. 

One would naturally think that with such 
apparent unanimity in English-speaking Canada, 
at least, there would be no doubt as to the result. 
And we don't think there will be much doubt. 
Yet down in Ottawa recently, we heard that a 
Conservative member, representing a riding bor- 
dering on Wellington, had predicted that his rid- 
ing would vote "No." It seems impossible, and 
every effort should be made to sec that it is 
impossible. 

It can be frankly admitted that Quebec is likely 
to give an adverse majority, although if Liberal 
members of parliament really get to work in their 
own province, it may not be large. There may 
be some other parts of Canada (though not 
whole provinces) which will do the same thing. 
Thai is why it is necessary that other parts .of 
the country should roll up as large a vote as 
possible.

Although Canada's three major political parlies, 
looking carefully out upon the troubled seas of 
public opinion, arc advocating a "Yes" answer to 
the approaching plebiscite, there is yet n still 
small voice that is not completely satisfied. Inso- 
far as that voice expresses a realistic interpreta- 
tion of the plebiscite it says that n "Yes" vote is 
a vote for conscription, insofar as that voice ex- 
presses common sense it says that there is no 
present occasion for conscription and until there 
is it is unreasonable to ask people to vote for it, 
insofar as It expresses intellectual doubt it ques- 
tions whether conscription is nearly as effective 
a way as voluntary recruiting to build a hard- 
hitting army, mid insofar as it expresses the voice 
of conscience It queries the ethical basis for one 
man compelling another to offer his life to pro- 
tect the former,' the former's family or properly 
or his own family or property. 

ARE ALL MEN BROTHERS ? 

The war with Germany is simple in comparison 
with the war with Japan. Our historians and 
our economists could tell us the causes of the war 
between these various peoples of European origin. 
They could toll u* quite convincingly that the 
Germanic and French peoples who came to Brit- 
ain a thousand and more years ago had been able 
to develop their primitive tribal meetings into 
the mother of parliaments because of the com- 
parative freedom from Invasion which their island 
tome gave them, but that the same peoples who 
remained behind in what Is now Germany and 
France were never able to develop a comparable 
democracy. They could toll ux that we had made 
the mistake of thinking in 1010 that someone 
could win a war and that the losers could pay 
tor it. They could explain to m how the result- 
ing economic distress in Germany had permitted 
unscrupulous persons to gain power and almost 
to wipe out German civilization. They could tell 
us that we had given appeasement in the thirties 
instead of equality in the twenties, that wo had 
made concessions when we had lo make thorn 
instead of gifts when we didn't have to make 
them. 

The hlslorinns and economists could explain all 
litem things to us. They could let! us that wo 
had now lo resort lo force to gain a second 
chance. They could make us feel quite hopeful, 
Hint we were pursuing the hard, strait path that 
would load to a better world. But we wore for- 
getting for the moment raciul problems, tho 
million* of Negro, Indian, Chinese and Japanese 
people hi tho world. We were forgetting that 
after we had flcttjod all our own Intro-European 
Quarrels we hud fttitl greater problems lo boIvo. 
We were, forgetting for the moment Ibat 
European peoples, representing but n small pro- 
jwirtton of the world's imputation, had through 
greater enterprise taken control of the larger 
share of Uio earth'* surface. North and South 
America, Europe &n3 jfflrl of Asia, Austral fa, NOW 
Zealand and South Africa. Not content with- 
colonizing comparatively uninhabited areas we 
had invaded nnit established political Of com* 
merelat control over parts of the earth which 
obviously belonged to Asiatic and- African races. 
Wo wero forgetting '.hot, -while wo could nlwavft 
say lo Germans who said that they lacked 
"living-space" that they wore Just as welcome in 
America or Australia or South Africa as Spanish 
or Portugese or French or British, wo were not 
prepared to soy the same to Asiatics.

'Hie splendid showing by tho individual munici- 
pality in collection of unpaid taxes should he a 
good answer to those in authority who arc at this 
very moment planning to take away from the 
towns, townships and villages of Ontario the 
right to collect Iheir own taxes. We arc amazed 
that so little comment is found in the weekly 
press on tho recent announcement that a hill is 
being formulated which is designed to not only 
take away the collection of taxes, but the right 
to employ local assessors. 

Tho Idea of the bill, as we understand il, Is In 
make the assessment by a county board, and col- 
lect taxes through machinery to be set up in the 
varloux counties. We have yet lo meet any per- 
son who favors the Idea, hut unless the munici- 
palities wake up and take an interest, the bill 
may slip through the legislature before we wipe 
the steep from our eyes. 

Passing local authority to higher bodies always 
brings with it increased costs. In most counties 
big staffs will hove to be set up to handle tho 
business, and it may mean extension to county 
buildings to take enre of tho increased employees. 
The department of municipal affairs is doing n 
good work in checking tip on those municipalities 
who Uy to get employees to work for next to 
nothing, and employing Incompetent help. If 
they continue to ply their effort In lids behalf 
they will receive public applause, but to take 
away from tho municipalities the right to handle

EASTER

The thought of Easter comes 
like a spring of refreshment and 
healing in the midst of wars and 
tumults, while, to paraphrase 
Kipling, the tumult and the 
shouting do NOT die, and the 
captains and kings are locked in 
deadly combat. 

Two thousand years ago the 
Holy Land presented a picture, 
though not quite so sordid, 
which might hang in the gallery 
of conquered peoples. 

Underneath the surface move- 
ment of fairly orderly living, a 
boiling cauldron of hatred 
seethed; fed by every tyrannical 
art of the Roman conquerors and 
fanned by the fanatical resolve 
of priests and people to avenge 
themselves. 

And adding another discordant 
note to .the weird hymn of hate 
was the fight the Scribes and 
Pharisees were waging against 
the young Prophet of Nazareth, 
who, they feared, would draw 
the allegiance of the people from 

them, and cast them from the 

high places. 

But now they had egged Pilate 
on, against his sense of justice, 
to pronounce the death sentence 
on Jesus of Nazareth, and three 
days before the Passover He was 
crucified and entombed. 

The fickle multitude, forget- 
ting His miracles, his deeds of 
kindness and words of loving- 
kindness, derided Him as He 
hung on the cross, and His dis- 
ciples felt they had been cheated 
—this, in spite of the fact that 
Jesus had told them all the 
things he must suffer. 

But— then came the first day 
of the week— all round Jeru- 
salem on that glorious morning, 
when the sights and sounds of 
spring— of new life— resurrec- 
tion. 

Never had the song of the 
birds sounded so sweetly — and 
one recalls the lcg<nd of the 
little bird that tried to pluck the 
crown of thorns from the Sav- 
iour's brow, till its little breast 
was stained with blood, and one 
can feel it was singing at the 
tomb, sensing before human 
slowness could, the coming forth 
of the £»rd. 

The roses and lilies of the 
Holy Land, just coming into 
bloom, would lay a gorgeous 
scented carpel for their Creator 
to tread. 

All tilings— even the material 
— were living anew with the 



newly risen Christ. We have no 

way, save by imagination, of 

knowing what the emotions of 

his forgiven followers, or the 

dismay and dread of his enemies 

must have been. 

But, from the rising of our 

Lord to now, there has been a 

rising— an uplift— in the hearts 

of those who try. however feebly, 

to follow the Cross. 

The leaven of the Sermon on 
the Mount keeps rising up 
through the sordidness of un- 
belief, of hatred, of oppression 
and evil — it has, indeed, a way 
of bringing good out of evil. 

Those who have t< in any land 
or for any creed, been persecuted 
for their beliefs, if they can 
stand the ordeal, come out of it 
with new strength and clearness- 
of vision and their leaven has 
been known to raise a great 
lump of humanity to new ideals 
and breadth of living. 

Those who have once fought 
for freedom cherish it as a pearl 
of great price and can make it a 

jewel worth cherishing to their 
children and their children's 
children. 

Christ endured hatred and per- 
secution and crucifixion and 
death rather than give up His 
ideals — the ideals that were to 
remake the world. Now. after 
2,000 years, Christians, and those 
who love freedom are enduring 
persecution, unheard of degrad- 
ation and death, BECAUSE they 
love what Christ stands for. 

So Easter comes this year, with 
a message of peculiar signifi- 
cance to those who fight for 
what is dearer than life— the 
right to live that life according 
to their conscience. And it 
comes with its old promise that 
after persecution and death or 
death in life comes a newer, 
better life where a brotherhood 
of nations shall take the place of 
a world at war. and where, with 
justice for ALL, there will be 
no room for the hot-brds of evil 
from which sprang the betrayers 
of their races. 

Easter will be the rising of 
new hope for the new world 
when the war is won. All that 
Clirist's resurrection meant was 
not clear to those who lived to 

see it— and the hope born this 
Easter will not have immediate 
fulfilment. But where there is 
Easter there is new life— a new 
world will come.

like "hot cross buns" can take 
you back, with one jump, to your 
childhood, and in memory you 
taste again the sugary, spicy 
buns the bakers used to make 
and deliver piping hot, in time 
for breakfast.
